at Wiener Neustadt, at Sollenau, in 
Austria, and even in Vienna itself, 
where the rapidity of deaths is sug- 
gestive of Asiatic cholera. In the 
meantime the Austrian doctors declare 
that post mortem examinations do not 
disclose the presence of Asiatic cholera. 

Prof. Rahts expresses himself as sat- 
isfied with the measures taken by the 
Hamburg authorities, and says he be- 
lieves they will suffice to quickly stamp 
out the epidemic. From Hamburg it 
was reported today that the epidemic 
was extending from the city proper to 
the suburbs, and abating in the harbor 
quarter, where cholera first appeared. 


‘There were thirty-two new cases and 


fifteen deaths at Altona yesterday. At 
Wandsbeck, where there are seven 
cases, and where four deaths have oc- 
curred, the schools are closed. Of four 
members of. the Hamburg family 
stricken with cholera in Kiel, two died 
there in the hespital. Official notice is 
given that four cases of Asiatic cholera, 
which occurred fh Bremen, had not 
proved fatal. 

Lonpon, Aug. 27.—A Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Times says: ‘‘Berlin 
is poorly provided for to contend with 
cholera. A letter has been received 
here from a private physician in Ham- 
burg, complaining of the complete in- 
efficiency of the sanitary organization. 
The writer says that with a population 
of 500,000 there are only eleven am- 
bulances for the sick, and the dead lie 
five or six hours before removal. The 
most urgent measures of disinfection 
are but tardily carried out, while, ac- 
cording to the latest reports, there is 
no actual improvement.”’ 

Beri. Aug. 27.—It is said there is 
no apparent decrease in cholera at 
Hamburg, in spite of the cool weather. 
The disease has also appeared on the 
islands in the Elbe. undreds of the 
wealthy people have left Hamburg. 
There is a dearth of doctors. Several 
nurses have died. — 

Aug. 27.—Official statistics 
show that up to yesterday there were 
1028 cases of cholera here and 858 
deaths from the disease. 

At Altona, between Tuesday and Fri- 
day, there were sixty-four cases and 
twenty-two deaths. 

IN GREAT BRITAIN, 
at Glasgow—Gravesend Medi- 
cal Officials Blamed, 

Lonpox, Aug. 27.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The St. James Ga- 
zette says that two cases of Asiatic 
cholera have occurred at Glasgow. The 
patients were a man anda woman who 
were immigrants on their way trom 
Hamburg to the United States.— The 
authorities of Glasgow are taking all 
precautions to preveut the spread of 
the disease. 

It was learned that the emigrant 
pasty, of which the stricken men and 
women were members, was composed 
of thirty-five persons.

Close of the Mecting in New York—The

AN UNWELCOME VISITOR. 
Let Preparations be made to Meetan In- 
vasion of Cholera. 

[The following timely injunctions to 
prepare for an invasion of Asiatic 
cholera are worthy of serious atten- 
tion.—Epitor Times. | 

In view of the fact that the cholera 
epidemic, now raging in Europe, is 
daily becoming more widespread in its 
ravages, and that,in spite of every 
precaution that can possibly be taken, 
itis likely tocross the Atlantic, it is 
the duty of every city and locality to 
closely examine into the sanitary 
and hygienic surroundings, and, if pos- 


sible, provide against the visitation of 


the dreaded scourge. 
We can hardly hope to escape the ep- 
idemic sooner or later. Itis possible, 


even probable, that the extreme pre- 


cautionary measures now being taken, 
not only in our own seaboard cities, 
but in Europe as well, will be sufficient 


to keep off the dreaded pestilence until } 


the cold weather sets in,-and-we.may, 
therefore, anticipate but little danger 
during the present year, but the history 
of this dread disease, in the past, leads 
us scarcely to hope to escape it in the 
near future, and we should profit by this 
in timely precautions and safeguards 
against its invasion. 

It is is a well-established fact that the 
germs of Asiatic cholera are not wafted. 
across the Atlantic, or any long dis- 
tance, but the disease is propagated 
through the germs, in clothing, mer- 
chandise, infected vessels, etc. Now 
we must not lose sight of the fact that 
mext year we shall have one of the 
greatest exhibitions that the world ever 
saw. The gtgat fair will be visited by 
people from every quarter of the habit- 
able globe; products and fabrics will be 
sent from every part of the world, and 
it would seem, therefore, that nothing 
short of a miracle ee 


germ of this insiduons disease from os 
ting a foothold on our continent. e 
deadly germ may exist where it is least 
expected. Itis generally conceded by 
scientists and experts that it will re 
tain its vitality for an iudefinité time, 
and may assume fatal activity from 
clothing, et+., upon which it bad 
before dried, and they have assume 

vitality after lying for months in frozen 
cakes of ice. No matter how infinitesst- 
malthe seed may be, it will be suffi- 
cient tospread over the entire conti- 
nent should it once get a foothold, on 
our shores, — 

The question paramount to all others 
therefore is: Can Asiatic cholera be 
averted? The timely use of germicides, 
of course, is always a wise precaution- 
ary Corrosive sublimate, 
chlorinated lime, oxygen and sulphur- 
ous acid gas (the latter made by simply 
burning sulphar,) are all excellent dis- 
infectants, but the chief incentives to 
the invasion and spread of the disease 
are impure water and insufficient sani- 
tary precautions. It would seem, 
therefore, that the chief responsibility 
rests with those who have sanitary 
charge of the various cities, and if Los 
Angeles shall have pure water, thorough 
drainage and proper cleanliness our 
cily fathers will at least have done 
their duty. Buta gteat responsibility 
rests with the individual as well. For 
instance, the cholera bacillus takes to 
water as readily asa duck. During the 
prevalence of the disease all drinking 
water shonid be boiled, and boiled well. 
Experiment has proven the cholera 
bacalli to be extremely tenacious of 
life, consequently the water should be 
boiled at least two hours, and it must 
be borne in mind, too, that this boiling 
only destroys the microbe already in 
the water. If: the vessel is left open 
there is nothing to prevent its becom- 
ing impregnated with fresh microbes. 

Neither impure food, nervous depres- 
sion, alcoholic stimulants, foul air or 
filth will cholera per se, the 
germ itself must be in the system, but 
these will all increase its virulence and 
enhance its fatality and are to be care- 
fully avoided. 

Many persons labor under the impres- 
sion that great virtue lies in certain 
mineral and so-called pure waters. To 
some extent this may be true, especially 
if the waters are strongly impregnated 
with the antiseptic minerals and salts, 
but even in these boiling will decreasé 
the danger, for the germ is likely te 
find lodgment in these waters, too. 

Prompt application of Wwell-under-' 
stood principles of preventive medi-({ 
cine and sanitary science will undoubt-' 
edly prevént the spread of the disease, | 
and proper observance of the rules of’ 
hygiene, cleanliness, healthy food, ab-. 
stinence from alcohdlic stimulants and 
nervous excitement, and watchfulness 
in regard to the healthy action of the 
system willdo much toward rendering 
an attack harmless, should the germ 
find lodgment in the system, and should 
all be carefuliy observed.

Organization Met by Organization. 
The United Typothetew of America is 
an association of employing printers 
and publishers of the United States and 
Canada for social intercourse, codpera- 
tion and the general promotion of the 
art preservative.

The history of the strike 
demonstrates that though the struggle 
has been severe, and although the busi- 
ness of those who did not yield to the 
demands of the striking printers has 
been seriously injured, and there has 
been great difficulty in obtaining work- 
men, yet the Typothetz offices are now 
fully manned and doing ‘three-fourths 
ofall the work done in Pittsburgh to- 
day.

The 
officers of the Typothete have been 
condemned because they did not accept 
the offers of the Typographical Union, 
or make overtures to them toward ef- 
fecting a reconciliation. There is a 
right and a wrong way of doing every- 
thing, and the workmen were wrong 
not to admit that the emplovers 
have rights as well as_ thentselves. 
Employés have no right to impose upon 
employers conditions and terms which 
their business would not allow them to 
accept. The men have no right to fix 
the rate of wages for good or for bad, 
nor attempt to interfere with the de- 
tails of the management. | 

The report of the Executive Commit- 
tee, as the published account of the 
meeting says, *‘took the bull by the horns 
and dealt with the vexed question of 
labor and capitalin a most exhaustive 
manner.’’ The committee strongly 
recommended that the question of the 
rights of labor should be fully tested in 
the United States courts. It advises 
that test cases should be placed before 
the courts of Pennsylvania and fought 
out if necessary until finally decided by 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 
This would have the effect of settling 
forever the much-mooted question of 
the rights of employer and employé, 
and whether labor organizations would 
have the right to obstruct and intimi- 
date non-union men in the pursuit of 
their peaceful vocations. Mr. Waddey, 
the chairman, said that the employers 
are determined to fight the matter out, 
and will never let up until they estab- 
lish their legal right to employ whom 
they please. 

Thus it appears that there is a large 
association of employing printers who 
are determined to oppose the unreason- 
able exactions of the Typographical 
Union, andtocarry the fight against 
boycotts and petty. persecutions to the 
court of last resort if necessary. This 
is what Tak Times has always urged as 
the legitimate and reasonable way of 
meeting the situation—to oppose organ- 
ization with organization, and thus vin- 
dicate American principles. This is a 
methodical beginning of the reaction 
which we have predicted against the 
anarchistic policy inaugurated by the 
labor unions.

The Question of Waterworks. 

The water question is again upon us, 
and it must be taken up forthwith and 
discussed upon its merits. Tomorrow 
the plans of a system of waterworks, to 
be constructed in part or in whole by 
the city, as formulated by the City En- 
gineer, will be presented to the Coun- 
ci). Whether it is better to adopt the 
general plan and begin the construction 
of headworks and a distributing system 
for, the higher portions of the city 
(West and East Los Angeles,) or 
whether it is better to take more expe- 
ditions steps and make arrangements 
with the City Water Company for a 
supply of good water to place upon the 
hills at once, are matters which should 
be discussed with all their pros 
and cons, The city is called upon to 
adopt not only the most- judicious step 
for the present, but also to take a long 
look ahead. Six years is not too long a 
time for the city to take in making a 
good ready for acquiring a complete 
water system. A beginning in some 
form may very well be made now, and 
we ought to be very sure that we start 
off with the right foot foremost. When 
the, City Engineer’s plans are fully be- 
fore the public we shall be able take up 
the matter and discuss it in all its 
bearings. 

Meantime it is understood that it is 
entirely feasiblé for the city to arrange 
at once with the City Water Company 
for a supply of water for the hilfs, and 
at a moderate price. This can be done 
without the délay and expense involved 
in the construction of a new system of 
headworks. ,This needed relief once 
secured, and the present urgent wants 
of a long-suffering people supplied, the 
Council.will then be in better position 
to consider and adopt a comprehensive 
plan for building or acquiring works for 
the entire city and for a long reachinto 
the future, 


A Grand Jury Called For. 

Attention has been called to section 
241 of the Code of Civil procedure, 
which requires that, in counties of the 
class of Los Angeles, two grand juries 
shall be called each year. It is now 
the last of August and yet no grand 
jury has been impaneled this year, and 
if the law is complied with the two 
bodies ‘will have ‘to meet within the 
next four months. The point is well 
taken. It really seems as though the 
courts have been derelict in their duty. 
Tue Times has been periodically calling 
for the drawing of another grand jury 
ever since early in January, so the 
judges cannot make the excuse that 
they have forgott@n this little matter.

Whatever may be thought of the 
original equities in favor of the Tennes- 
see coal miners, in their contest with 
convict labor their own conduct in op- 
posing themselves to the law of the 
State and defending their position by 
force, puts anentirely new aspect on 
the matter. The miners who resisted 
the civil authorities, even when backed 
by the citizen soldiery of the State, 
were clearly guilty of rebellion against 
the constituted authorities of Tennes- 
see and cannot offer in their own de- 
fense the plea that they were dissat- 
isfied with the existing condition of the 
laws. 

The question in Tennessee has re- 
duced itself to asingle issue—shall the 
State be subject to law or shall it not? 
Armed opposition to the lawful orders 
of the executive and forcible refusal to 
submit tothe officers of the law make 
open rebellion so far as it goes, and sub- 
ject those concerned in it to punish- 
ment for felony. , 

It is probable that the miners who 
have surrendered to the military will 
be turned over to the civil authorities 
for trial, and if so there will be a test 
of the capacity of the people of Ten- 
nessee for self-government. Whenthe 
cases of riot and murder come to be 
tried there will unquestionably be a 
strong appeal to trial juries to acquit 
onthe groundthat the accused were 
acting only in defense of their natural 
rights; but inasmuch as murder is 
chargeable against some of them, the 
guilty persons being taken red-handed, 
it is not easy to believe that a jury will 
allow itself to so mistake the issue as to 
forget the crime and consider only the 
relation of free to convict labor. 

The way to remedy abuses of a public 
nature in this country is by ballots; not 
bullets. It may be conceded that the 
convict-leasing system which is in vogue 
in Tennessee is repugnant tothe ideas 
and opinions of the age, but the way to 
remedy it is by the action of the Legis- 
lature, not by armed rebellion. The 
men who fought the soldiers at Coal 
Creek are nothing more nor less than 
murderers, and should be treated as 
such, in spite of any antecedent causes 
of complaint they may have.

The Dead Body Found at La- 


guna Identified. 


One of the Sailors Drowned from 
the Steamer Alki, 


Important Meeting of the County 
World’s Fair Committee. 


Negotiations Pending for the Establish- 
ment of a Masonic Home at Ana- 
heim—Del Campo Hotel the 
Property in View. 


SANTA ANA, 

Coroner Ey and W. H. Smith, ofethe 
undertaking firm of Smith & Son, did not 
return until yesterday afternoon from La- 
guna, where they had gone in answer to a 
telegram summoning them to come down 
and hold an inquest over the remains of an 
unknown body found on the beach. The 
body was identified as that of Harry Stile, 
aged 56 years, and a native of Norway, 
who was drowned with another sailor five 
or six weeks ago at Newport. They were 
shipping with the coal schooner Alki and 
were drowned by being capsized in a small 
boat just before the steamer left port for 
the north. The body was found Friday by 
a seventeen-year-oid boy from Garden 
Grove named W. G, Kimball, who had gone 
to Rocky Point from Laguna, a distance of 
ten or twelve miles. On the way back the 
boy was hunting shells and in his search he 
almost stepped on the putrefying remains. 

On the body were a pair of blue overalls, 


‘anundershirt and part of a blue blouse, a 


pairof heavy shoes, red cotton handker- 
chief around the neck, leather strap around 
the waist and large double-bladed jack. 
knife in the pocket. The flesh was almost 


entirely off the face, and the body had the 


appearance of having been on the sand 

for ten days ortwo weeks. After the in- 

quest the y was buried at a point on the 

luffs near where it was found, about half 

way between Newport and Laguna, and the 

place marked so that it can be easily found. 
THE MOULIN-FINLEY CASE. 

The examination of James B. Moulin was 
concluded yesterday and he was discharged 
by the Court there not being sufficient evi- 
dence to hold him under the complaint— 
that of assault with a deadly weapon. 

Moulin testified yesterday, his evidence 
being substantially the same as that given 
by the bartender,an eye witness tothe 
shooting,and other witnesses who were 
drawntothe spot by the unusual commo- 
tion at the time of the shooting. 

At the conclusion of the taking of testi- 
mony the District Attorney advised that the 
Court discharge the defendant, as he did 
not deem there was sufficient evidence 
against him to have him bound over to the 
Superior Court. He felt satisfied that no 
jury could be found who would bring 
in a verdict of guilty from the evidence al- 
ready adduced and taking this view of the 
matter he would advise that the defendant 
be dismissed.

First—Investigated Afterward. 
[Pomona Progress. } 

_ Failing to get anv definite informa- 
tion from the persons who reported 
that there was red scale in one or two 
orchards in this valley, Horticultural 
Commissioner Scott recently made a 
trip to this place to examine into the 
matter. He visited all the orchards 
suspected of containing the pest and 
spenta whole day riding around the 
valley and examining trees. At the 
conclusion of his investigation he de- 
clared emphatically that there was not 
a live red scale in this valley. In one 
or twoof the orchards suppossd to con- 
tain the red scale he found instead a 
few specimens of the vellow scale, 
which is an entirely different species. 
It is far less injurious and much more 
easily gotten rid of. Deputy Inspector 
T. B. Atkinson of this place verifies the 
statement of Mr. Scott. He says he 
has had specimens of every species of 
scale pest he has been able to find ex- 
amined by Prof. Coquillette and others 
and is certain there is not a live red 
scale in the Pomona Valley. The 
orchards containing the yellow scale 
are being sprayed, and will soon be the 
burying grounds of the last of tbat 
race in this vicinity. 


Device for Carrying Fruit. 
{Riverside Phenix. 

A very ingenious and neatly arranged 
device for carrying frvit has recently 
been invented. With it fruit like 
peaches, apricots, pears or oranges can 
be kept firmly in place inthe box, and 
at the same time each peach or pear is 
entirely by itself. The frame that ac- 
complishes this is made of straw-board, 
eight frames, each holding six peaches; 
fitting inthe ordinary peach box. In 
the bottom of each frame six holes are 
cut with a die shaped like a star, the 
length of the radiating points depend- 
ing on the size of the fruit for which 
the frame is graded. The fruit is 
pressed into each hole, the cut card- 
board points bending and binding so as 
to hold the fruit firmly in place. By 
this method of gathering the crop from 
the tree and packing in the shipping 
box but one handling is required. The 
picker takes his crate on his arm, 
mounts the step ladder and packs as 
fast as he picks, filling the crates ready 
for immediate covering, thus avoiding 
any exposure of the fruit tothe hot sun, 
drying winds and gritty dust. 


To Pickle Ripe Olives, 
{Ontario Observer. 

At the olive-growers’ convention last 
week, President Cooper, in reply to a 
question to Mr. Roeding, gave the fol- 
lowing as his method of preserving ripe 
olives: Pick the fruit when fully ripe 
but not soft, having all the berries as 
near the same degree of maturity as 
possible. Place in a vessel of con- 
venient size and cover with clear, cold 
water. Renew the water every day for 
thirtv to forty days, or until all bitter- 
ness has beenremoved. Thenplace the 
olives in such receptacles as desired and 
cover with brine strong enough to bear 
upanegy. Inafew the pickles 
will be in prime condition for the table, 
and will keep indefinitely.

For little chicks, make a run of lath, 
which can easily-be four feet square, 
with a soap-box for shelter, and the 
chicks will have plenty of room, as well 
as be safe from the cats and hawks. 
Move this run to a new piece of ground 
every day,so asto give the chicksa 
"fresh scratching place, and keep them 
in the run untilthey are quite large.

Southern Pacific Telegraphers 
are Preparing Demands. 


There Will Be No Hurry About Re- 
ducing Freight Rates. 


The Cut in Passenger Rates Here 
and Up North. . 


A Low Rate for the State Fair—Some 
Stories About a Man and a Pass—

The San Francisco Examiner of Fri- 
day prints these little pass stories in its 
Oakland column: ‘Mr. Burnham has 
had a little experience with railroad 
passes, and he is the one man living 
who accepted a pass and subsequently 
paid the railroad company for his 
transportation.

A great part of the establishment is 
on the cottage plan. The babies sleep 
on the ground floor, and at the end of 
each nurse’s bed stands one of the little 
cribs. They are never allowed to sleep 
with their nurses, and the test 
care is taken that all of the suground- 
ings should be healthy. The rooms are 
wéll ventilated, aud there are rooms in 
which born babies are 
kept, are, as it were, incabati 
rooms. These are heated by steam a 
are kept at what I judge is about 
seventy eg It is the same with 
the hospital proper, and the babies are 
taken to cooler and cooler rooms as 
they recover from sickness. In the in- 
oubating rooms I saw a score or so of 
babies in copper tubs, so made that hot 
water running around their double walls 
kept the interior at almost blood-heat. 
In these were babies born two or three 
months before their time. These were 
wrapped in cotton, and they hardly 
seemed alive, but 1 could note the quiv- 
ering of their eyelids as the matron 
opened the glass tops of the tubs. The 
most of such cases are, Iam told, suc- 
cessful, and I judge that if a baby has 
any chance for existence when it 
comes here it livés. The babies are 
washed once @ day in bathtubs of cop- 
per, and I noted that in the bottom of 
each tubthere was a pillow on which 
the baby was placed, and that its sides 
were padded with soft flannel. yet 

About fifty new ‘babies are received 
on the average by this instit every 
day, and all babies are taken and no 
questions asked. They are sometimes 
left on the steps of the institution, but 
more often are bronght by their mothers 
or some friend.

Many of the boys gointo the 
army, and there are 150 of them an- 
nually admitted to the industrial schools 
of Moscow. If a girl gets married be- 
fore she becomes of age the institution 
ves het her trousseau, and altogether 
oundlings are better treated in ia 
than in any other country if the 
world. Their treatment, however, 
after they are sent out into the villages 
to be nursed, is not so good as 
it is here and the statistics show that 
fully half of all these babies die before 
they are a year old, and the science of 
baby-raising over the whole of Russia 
isin sach a backward state that one- 
fourth of all the babies born in thé*em-~ 
pire die before they are twelve months 
of age. Forty-two per cent. die before 
they are five years old, and still the 
yearly crop of children is so great that 
the population of Russia, according to 
the statistics of the statesman’s year 
book, is increasing atthe rate of 
2,000,000 a year. European Russia 
alone there ate every year 1,600,000 


-moré babiesthan there were the year 


before and more than 4,000,000 babies 
are born here every year. Russia has 
a high death rate, but these peasants 
breed like Australian rabbits and they 
like latge faniilies. Nearly every wo- 
man you seé in the country as a baby

How Marksmen Learn to Shoot 
as They Run.

Volumes have been written on the vi- 
cissitudes of royalty, but the reverses 
of Presidents have been as disastrous, 
and sometimes as tragic, as any in the 
annals of emperors, or sultans, ‘or 
czars. We have had twenty-three 
Presidents since 1789, and out of these 
Lincoln and Garfield were assassinated, 
Johnson was impeached, Madison was 
driven from his capital by foreign 
troops and saw the Executive Mansion 
burned by the invaders; Buchdnan 
closed his career in the midst of rebel- 
lion and civil war, witha rival usurp: 
ing sway overa third of the territory 
of the Union; Lincoln passed his entire 
term in sight of hostile armies threaten- 
ing the existence of the Government; 
the title of Hayes was denied by half 
the Nation as long as he remained in 
office, and is often disputed still; Mon- 
roe and Jefferson died in poverty, the 
objects of charity, public or private; 
Grant became a bankrupt in his old age 
and saw his business partners sentenced 
to a felon’s prison for fraud. 

Of lesser calamities—Harrison and 
Taylor died early in their terms, and 
like Lincoln and Garfield, were suc- 
ceeded by men who could never have 
been elected to the office. The elder 
and the younger Adams, Van Buren and 
Cleveland, were all rejected by the peo- 
ple when they offered themselves for 
reélection, and only seven of the entire 
twenty-three received a second term, 
though with the exception of Buchanan 
and Hayes, every President who lived 
to the end of his first term made stren- 
uous efforts to secure a second. Tyler, 
Fillmore, Johnson, Arthur, the four 
Vice-Presidents who succeeded by 
death, each was eager to become_a_can- 


didate at the polls, but each was repu- 


diated by his party and no one of them 
allowed to go before the people at all. 
Uneasy lies the head at the White House 
—as uneasy as any that wears a 
Grown. . « 

Next appeared one of the most extra- 
ordinary figures of modern history. 
Lincoln, as every one knows, rose from 
the lowest stratum of society, He was 
Ignorant and uncouth, and lived the life 
of the humblest until he arrived at man- 
hood, retaining traces of his early con- 
ditionto the last. He had not displayed 
at the time of his elevation any quali- 


. ‘ties entitling him to such distinction, 


or to make the Nation suppose him equal 
to his terrible responsibilities. He was 
selected by intrigue and bargain; from 
motives of personal revenge and party 
advancement. Without Greeley’s hate 
and Cameron’s traffic he never could 
have obtained the nomination over the 
leader of his party, the spokesman and 
founder of Republicanism. Thecountry 
“was ignorant almost of his name; he 
‘was untried in affairs, unlearned in 
everything. But he rose toevery situ- 
ation. He battled with one of the 
greatest emergencies in ail history; he 
was the rival of the great soldiers and 
statesmen of the North as well as the 
antagonist of those of the South; he 
mastefed the profounder intellects in 
his Cabinet, those of Seward, and Chase 
and Stanton; he defeated Greeley and 
Frémont, the favorites of his party; he 


overthrew McClellan and a crowd of un-_| 


successful generals. and controlled the 
victorious ones, Grant, and Sherman, 
and Thomas, in political as well as in 
military affairs. He had the bitterest 
antagonisms in his own party to con- 
tend with; those whose support was in- 
dispensable to him he was constantly 
obliged to check and restrain; the very 
men who now affect to speak in his 
name were most hostile to him in his 
lifetime; those who claim the glory of 
his achievements from first to last gave 
him most trouble; they tied his hands 

and fettered his movements; he had 
harder -work to manage Republicans 
than Democrats, and the North gave 
him almost as much trouble to control 
as the South did to conquer. 
~ His renomination, even at the crisis 
of the war, was violently opposed by 

Sumner, Chase, Wade, Greeley and 
Frémont, and others of the most promi- 
ment Northerners; and, though they 
fell into line at last, there were thou- 
sands of votes for his rival cast in 
the Union camps. When one reilects 
that the existence of the Nation was at 
Stake, and that the Democrats had de- 
clared the war a failure, the fact that 

' nearly 2,000,000 votes were polled 
against the Chiet of the State is marvel- 

ous. The unanimity we now talk of did 

not exist then. 

_ Lincoln was intensely anxious about 
his reélection; he was an adroit politi- 
cian and feared the rivalry of his gen- 

erals as well as of his ministers, of Fré- 

mont as well as Chase. He took means 
to ascertain that Grant would not en- 
deavor to antagonize him. He checked 

Grant when the latter seemed willing 

to negotiate with Lee, and the only 

bitter thought Grantever had toward 

his superior was when he received a 

message rebuking him for presuming to 

consider terms of peace. Fe 

Then, by the mockery of fate, Lin- 
coln, who had borne the burden and heat 
ofthe war, was murdered in the mo- 
ment of victory and Johnson succeeded. 

His lot was more unfortunate still. 

Quarreling with the party that had 
elected him fora different purpose and 

toa different place, he who had been 
sturdily loyal in war found himself in 

peace at the head of men who had 
sught to destroy the Government and 
opposed to those who had accomplished 
its salvation. He was honest in his po- 
litical belief and so far was patriotic 
and pure; but he did his country almost 
as much harm as Jefferson Davis him- 
self; he put back reconstruction and 
pacification for years; he awoke the 

ambiftionsand animosities of the South 
after they had been subdued, and 

‘Yrousedthe North to harsher measures 
than would ever have been approved 
but for his obstinacy. The whole car- 
pet-bag system is directly chargeable to 
him and his injudicious course. and the 
disasters he brought upon the South are 
not yet entirely removed.—~ 

His personal misfortunes were con- 
spiccous. Alone of our Presidents he 

» Was impeached by tife House of Repre- 
sentatives and tried by the Senate, and 

only escaped conviction because a two- 

thirds majority was required: as it was 


his deposition was avoided by the defec- ' 


tion of Republican Senators. The very 
Cabinet of his successor had been . se- 
lected; and onthe day before the vote 
Was.ckeu 1 was present at aconference 
on this subject between Wade, the man 
who expected to succeed him, tnd 
Grant, the candidate of the Republicdns, 
who did succeed. him a few months 


considered by -the Democratic nomi- 
nating convention, and after what Re- 
publicans regarded as party treason he 
was neglected and ignored by those. for 
whom the treason was. perforfned, 
When Grant was inaugurated he re- 
fused to sit in the carriage with John- 
son, and the outgoing President re- 
mained at the White House signing his 
last papers while his bitterest enemy 
was sworn in at the Capitol. 

Grant's Presidential difficulties began 
with his first Cabinet. Washburne, his 
earliest and staunchest friend, wanted 
the first place, which Grant refused 
him, and Washburne never forgave the 
offense. Wilson, to whom the place was 
offered, declined it, and both Fish and 
Borie had.to be urged to accept their 
posts. A, T. Stewart was appointed to 


| the treasury, only to discover that he 


was ineligible. Rawlins died and Borie 
resigned within six months, and among 
the others Cox left the Cabinet because 
of a difference with Grant, Jewell was 
peremptorily dismissed, Belknap took 
bribes, and Bristow attacked his chief. 
By the time of the second nomination, 
the party was disrupted. A great por- 
tion, in¢luding Sumner, Schurz, and 
other leaders, followed Greeley, who 
became the Democratic candidate, and 


.one of the strangest developments in 


our political history occurred—the party 
that had opposed the war taking for its 
representative the man who had done 
as muck as any to bring war on, and the 
original abolitionists opposing him who 
had done most to make abolition prac- 
ticable. The alliance otf Greeley and 
Democracy, however, was too prepos- 
terous for the people to approve and 
Grant was reélected by a larger major- 
than any President since Monroe. His 
opponent went crazy from disappoiat- 
ment and died before the inauguration. 


Then came Grant’s famous struggle 
for a third term, the flerce contest with 
Blaine and the nomination of Garfield, 
another instance that in a_republica 
second-rate man stands a better chance 
than a great one. To fall back on Gar- 
field from Grant and Blaine was prepos- 
terous, but so the party decided; and 
Grant and Blaine both took their 
places behind their inferior. Bota 
supported him warmly in the canvass; 
they elected him over Hancock, and 
then quarreled over the division of the 
spoils. The events that followed are 
recent history; the offense that Garfield 
gave by siding with Blaine, the defeat 
of Conkling, the murder of Garfield after 
six short months filled with partisan 
broils and bodily suffering—a pitiable 
Presidential career. 

Then came another dramatic change. 
Arthur, a petty politician, was sud- 
~denly elevated to the Presidency, dis- 

missing Blaine from his Cabinet, offer- 

ing Conkling a Supreme Court Judgeship, 
and dispensifig or refusing favors to 
Grant. His efforts for a renomination, 
like those of all other Vice-Presidents 
who camein by a death, failed miser- 
ably. Blaine, whom he had driven 
from his Cabinet, was nominated over 
his head, and Arthur never recovered 
from the humiliation. 
few months and died of chagrin. 

In 1884 Blaine was nominated at 
last; but, like his predecessors, Clay 
and Webster and Calhoun, the great 
statesmen of a previous generation, he 
was destined toserve in the cabinets of 
other and inferior men, but never to’ 
makeup one ofhisown. He had been 
twice defeated inconvention, and now 
was defeated at the polls, though only 
by a narrow majority in the State of 
New York. 

Cleveland, the first Democratic Presi- 
dent in twenty years, had a quiet term 
and was renominated by acclamation, 
but defeated by the younger HarriSon. 
The actual President, as every one 
knows, was first nominated after a gen- 
eral melée, Blaine having declined to 
be acandidate. He invited Blaine toa 
placeinhis Cabinet, and the story is 
fresh in men’s minds, of the rivalry be- 


resignation of Blaine, the bitter fight 
at Minneapolis, the victory of Harrison. 
And now Cleveland is nominated 
again against-Harrison; two-men, each 
of whom has served his term, are pitted 
against each other, a situation which 
has never occurred before in our politi- 
cal history. Cleveland imitates Grant, 
it is true, in seeking the Presidency 
after the interval of aterm, but Grant 
failed to receive the nomination. Cleve- 
land, too, like Van Buren and all of the 
greater Presidents, went before the 
people while he was in office, and Har- 


/rison now is in their position—Corio- 


lanus in the market-place, seeking 
votes. But never before have two men, 
each of whom has served his term, been 
candidates for the Presidency at the 
same time. Needs must be that one 
will fail, and then another in the line 
will know the bitterness of a peculiar 
defeat. . Kither Harrison will be pushed 
from his seat by the man_he himself 
dispossessed four years ago, or Cleve- 
land will be held a second time from 
place by him who has already unhorsed 
him. e Presidential catastrophes 
are not all past...

THE RIVERS OF STONE- 


By Charles F. Lummis, 


Contrihuted to Tha Times. 

If a line were drawn from Lake Mani- 
toba to the Gulf of Mexico at Galves- 
ton, approximately halving the United 
States, and we could have these two 
halves on a small enough scale to com- 
pare them side by side, we should find 
that nature herself had already made a 
striking division. We would: find such 
a difference’ between them as we now 
scarcely realize. 

Broadly speaking we should discover 
the eastern half to be low, rather flat, 
wooded and wet; the western half 
many times as high above sea level, ex- 
tremely mountainous, generally bare 
and phenomenally dry. Its landscapes 
are more brown than green, its ranges 
barren and far more bristling than 
those of the East, and its plains vast 
bleak uplands. 

REGION OF WIZARD AIR. 

Its very air is as different from that 
of the eastern half as white is different 
from gray. It is many times lighter 
and many times clearer, and incompar- 
ably drier. Itisasort of wizard air, 
which plays all sorts of good-natured 
tricks upon the stranger. Delicious to 
breathe, a real tonic to the lungs, a 
stimulant to the skin, it seems todelight 
in fooling the eyes. Through its magic 
clearness one sees three times as far as 
in the heavier atmosphere of the East; 
and the stranger’s estimates of distance 


cent pine forest—a fare enough thing 
in the Southwest—partly growing upon 
ancient flows and cut in all directions 
by later ones.

A HARD OLIMB. 

The largest crater in this range is 
about two miles south of the lonely lit- 
tle ranch-house at Agua Fria. It is a 
great, reddish-brown truncated cone, 
rising about 500 feet above the plateau, 
and from three sides looks very regular 
and round.

ger.

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have all to be made over again. It is 
no uncommon thing for the traveler to 
deem an object but five miles off when 
it is nearly twenty miles or even more. 

A still more startling trick of this 
strange atmosphere is that it very 
frequently makes one see things that 
do not exist at all. It is a curious para- 
dox that this atmospheric freak, which 
you know as the mirage, is confined to 
dry countries—deserts, in fact-—-and 
that the illusion it most commonly 
presents is water, Towns and mount- 
ains and animals are sometimes 
pictured; but oftenest it is a counter- 
feit of water that is shown the weary 
traveler in -a land where there is no 
water. 

The very landscape under this won- 
derful air has an appearance to be 
Its barrenness 
seems enchanted; and there is an un- 
earthly look about it all. Water 
courses are extremely rare—in a quar- 
ter ofa continent there are only two 
good-sized rivers—and it is frequently 
hundreds of miles between brooks. In 
a word, the country seems to have been 
burnt out—it reminds one of a gigantic 
cinder. | 

It is true that there are in this area 
a great many rivers of a sort notto be 
found in the East—strange rivers! 
They are black as coal, and fuil of 
strange, savage waves and curious curl- 
ing eddies and enormous bubbles. The 
springs from which they started ran 
dry thousands of yearsago; a mouth, 
not one of them ever had; and yet their 
black flood has not been soaked up by the 
thirsty sands. ‘There lies the broad, 
wild current, sometimes thirty feet 
higher than its baaks, yet not overflow- 
ing them; a current across which- men 
walk without danger ofsinking, but not 
without danger of another sort; a cur- 
rent in which not fishes but wild beasts 
live—often even one river on top of an- 
other! 

‘These are rivers characteristic of the 
West—there are none of themin the 
East. But in an area larger. than that 
which holdsthree-fourths of the popu- 
lation of the United States, they are a 
partof the country. They line hun- 
dreds of valleys. If the restof the 
‘landscape suggests fire, they suggest it 
ten times more. And rightly enough, 


been tire. They are burnt rivers that 
ran as fire and remain &s stone. 

I mean that these rivers of stone are 
neither more nor less than lava-fiows. 
They are stranger thanthat African 
river of ink (made by the combination 
of chemicals soaked from the soil) and 
incomparably more important; for 
they have to do with causes which much 
more nearly affect mankind. 

VOLCANIC AMERICA. 

The g¥eat. difference between the 
East Wests that'the latter is a vol- 
canic country and nearly all the strik- 
ing dissimilarities of air, climate, land- 
scape and eyen cistoms of the people 
are due to-this fact. 

The West has been heaved up by the 
fires within and burned out and parched

‘Lhe rainfall is far less than in the East, 
and to make their crops grow the West- 
ern farmers flood their fields several 
times in a season. 

As we go south this volcanic condi- 
tion becomes more and more predomi- 
nant. The vast Southwest is a strongly 
volcanic country and covered with 


active volcanoes in the United States,. 
but in the Southwest there are 
cands of extinctones, each with its one 
to a dozen black rivers of stone.

They look like tracks 
across a sandbank—and tracks they are, 
though one would never look for tracks 
in such a forbidding chasm... : 

Oddly enough, this dead-crater is the 
chosen retreat of more than one form 
of life. There are mo other cotton- 
woods in a great many miles except 
those I have mentioned—outside the 
crater it is too cold for this shivering 
tree. And this same grim shelter has 
been chosen by one of the least delicate 
of animals—for those tracks are bear 
tracks. Several of these ‘big brutes 
live in the caves ot the crater and of 
the lava-fiows outside.

About 10 a.m., Dr. Graucher, the 
chief assistant of Dr. Pasteur, walks 
across the graveled spot. Heisa well- 
known man in Paris. Already his exte- 
rior attracts attention. He is slender, 
bald, extremely paige. and has a Mephis- 
tophelean profile. He dresses in black, 
and his hands are encased in black 
gloves. Observing his ‘self-possessed 
manner, one would suppose that he was 
a partner of Pasteur’s secret, but he is 
only his well-paid medical instrument. 
The exact way of manipulation for 
preventing rabies by innoculation 
of viruses of different degrees 
Pasteur alone knows, and he is con- 
stantly modifying, trying to improve 
his treatment and triumph over the op- 
ponents of his theory, of whom he has 
many. Among them is an American, 
Dr. Stephans, who, in order to test his 
own theory, which is, that hydrophobia 
is ‘‘fancy bred” in man, never loses a 
chance of getting bitten by a mad 
dog. He has been wounded by canine 
teeth forty-seven times, and a German 
disciple ot his, named Fischer, nineteen 
times. They are both perfectly well. 

THE FURNISHING OF THE PAVILION. 

Let us enter the pavilion with Dr. 
Graucher. To the left of the waiting- 
room is the laboratory with hydrants on: 
the white walls, tables with chloro- 
formed animals and wastes from former 
dissections lying around. Here his re- 
cent experiment of putting little birds 
under a glass bell with diluted air were 
made. As soon asthe little creatures 
entered they made a few struggling 
movements, a few strokes of the wing 
and fell down motionless. A door 
from the laboratory leads into the yard 
with its stables, filled with horses suf- 
fering from glanders, and innumerable 
cages with rabid dogs, poultry, rabbits, 
Guinea pigs, white mice, etc., all read 
for their destiny of being inoculated an 


4 vivisected. 


To the right of the waiting-room is 
Dr. .Pasteur’s office. It has, like all 
places about the pavilion, very much of 
a workshop air. The bookcase 1s a set 
of plain shelves, without even doors, 
and the portfolios on itare of the com- 
monest sort. Other shelves contain re- 
torts, tubes,- phials, microscopes, ves- 
sels filled with blood, and hermetically 
sealed jars which are inhabited by mill- 
ions of miasms. The tables are painted 
black. . 
PEN PICTURE OF PASTEUR. 

Dr. Pasteur’s air is that of a grave 
old soldier. His bronzed complexion of 
a military veteran must have been in- 


herited from his father, a soldier in the 


grande armee, as his own life has been 
sedentary. When he sometimes takes 
off his black velvet smoking-cap, which 
he‘always wears at home and in his 
laboratory, he reveals a solidly-con- 
structed forehead, spacious .and high 
without being arched. All the linea- 
ments bespeak self-will and the habit of 
hard, patient and persevering work. A 
nose, that would be lumpy if shorter, is 
wrinkled in-all directions at the bridge. 
A short, scant beard does not hide the 
massive, fleshy, and yet not heavy out- 
line of the under part of the face. An 
air of thoughtful gravity pervades his 
countenance. Butthere is something 


of the African feline in the topaz-yel- 


low eyes, which, when the bared head 
is thrown back, stare right before them 
into vacancy, as if to rest the optic 
nerve. One seldom sees eyes like Pas- 
teur’s—sometimes lighted up by flashes 
of scientific inspirations. 

. COMEDIES OF THE PAVILION. 

A playwright would find much matter 
for amusing comedies among the assem- 
bled patients. 

A story is told of a young lady whose 
loving but economical papa would not 
consent to take her on a visit to Paris. 
She, however, hearing of Pasteur’s in- 
oculations saw init a means for carry- 
ing out her desires. She got scratched, 
said the dog did it, affected terror and 
was whisked off from her native town 
inthe Dordogne to a boarding-house 
near the embourg. The truth only 
came out when she was in the crowd 
that awaited inoculation. 

\ Gossip also tells of a South American 


millionaire who with the innate smart- 
ness of a Yankee, saw in a long-for- 
otten acratch in the face ofa beautiful 
aughter a means of bringing her out in 


Europe with éclat. Knowing that M.. 


de Freycinet was the intimate friend of 
Pasteur’s son-in-law, he visited the pa- 
vilion, end on hearing that no fee was 
accepted, subscribed a sum represented 
by fourfciphers-in a book, which ap- 
pealed to the whole world, for a sum of 
£600,000 to found an institution for the 
prevention and cure of rabies. Next 
evening he and his daughter occupied 
the President’s box at the opera and 
were fairly launched into Parisian so- 
ciety. 

THE SCIENTIST’S HOME LIFE. 

After his office hours Pasteur lives 
entirely for new scientific explorations 
and his family. He has very strong 
family affections. There never: was a 
more. dutiful or kinder husband or 
father. And the members of his family 
are welldeserving of such devotion, as 
they are not only cheerful companions 
but indispensable helpmates in his work. 
Mme. Pasteur comes from a pedagogic 
family; her name was Laurent, a French 
rendering of Lazarus. She- and ‘her 
daughter studied science so as to be 
able to aid the savant in his researches, 
and during a severe illness of his col- 
lected a good deal of the matter for his 
investigation of silk worm diseases. 

At home Pasteur dresses carelessly in 
an old pea-jacket, on the breast of 
which the red rosette of an officer of 
the Legion of Honor is conspicuous. 
When he goes out his loose fitting 
clothes are as neat as a soldier’s on 
parade, and his boots as highly polished. 
as the best blacking can produce. In 
taking constitutional walks in Luxem- 
bourg, his squatty figure is seldom seen 
without the company of a young -dis- 
ciple, or his twelve-year-old. grand/ 
daughter, on whose arm he leans, as he 
is threatened with total paralysis. 

Pasteur’s ambition was to be a 
painter, but to please his father, who 
wished him to become a schoolmaster, 
and his mother who had a passion for 
book-learning, he took to ‘science. A 
professor, under whom he studied at 
that time, turned his attention to chem- 


present, which he allowed Pasteur to 
take with him on holiday outings. The 
instrument opened to him a universe, 
and eventually led him to take up the 
investigations of Swannerdam and 
Boyle, the discoverers of the domain of 
science, which Pasteur has so success- 
fully explored, C. S. Hartmann.

HOW EVOLUTION HAS PLAYED WITH 
THIS INSTITUTION. | 


With a Multitude of Clubs to Choose 
from the Average Man Is Unsatisfied. 
Bome Suggestions for the AMicted 
Ones—How to Abash the Club’s Bore. 


If, as Addison opines, clubs area natural 
and necessary offshoot of a man’s gregari- 
ous and social nature, the gregarious and 
social Englishman. of the present day in 
surveying ‘the exuberant crop of clubs 
which have sprung up around him may 
feel'that he lias honestly done his duty by 
nature and necessity. And yet heis not 
happy. With a practically unlimited 
choice before him he is, or affects to be, 
unable to choose satisfactorily. To him 
the list of clubs is as the bundle of hay 
and the club of his heart’s desire as the 
needle. 

Johnson, according to Boswell, defined a 
club as an assembly of good fellows meet- 
ing under certain conditions. How far the 


_modern club has departed from the simple 


ideal is shown significantly by an adver- 
tisement which appeared a few months 
ago in a contemporary, inviting gentlemen’) 
of position and means to discuss the forma- 
tion of a first class club, the chief feature 
of which should be “the absolute quiet 


-atid restfulness so essential to this age of 


high pressure.’”’ If this world weary ad- 
vertiser had lived 180 years ago he might 
have found his desired baven in the Hum- 
drum club, which seems to have been 
“made up of very honest kentlemen of 
peaceable dispositions that used to sit to- 
gether, smoke their pipes and say nothing 
till midnight.”’ 

‘For many reasons the goodfellowship 
and camaraderie of the earlier clubs have | 
disappeared, A man may have many 
friends in his club, but as a rule he does 
not make them there. In professional or 
commercial intercourse the bonds of rigid 
easily relaxed. By a general 
understanding every barrister is entitled 
to be “hail fellow, well met” with any 
other barrister, in virtue of their common 
calling; and the same principle prevails 
toa greater or less degree in other walks | 
of life. But in most clubs this easy license 
is at best but sparingly recognized, and 
while a fellow member has noclaim upon 
one’s friendliness, he is at any rate a pos- 
sible object of dislike. 

Nor is this dislike in all cases jllegiti- 
mate, for the club malefactor is a nuisance. 
which is all the more irritating from being 
so peculiarly difficult to deal with. Take 
for instance the club snorer, whose sins 
have lately been held up to execration in 
the press. Would ho be permitted to per- 
petrate this outrage in his wife’s drawing 
room? Nothe. But in his club, where he 
is beyond the jurisdiction of domestic dis- 
cipline, he is too often able to offen with 
impunity, owing to the reluctance of his 
fellow members to take action against 
him. The club “freebooter,” as a corre- 
spondent delicately termed him—the man 
who appropriates coats, sticks and um- 
brellas which do not belong to him—isa 
thief pure and simple, and ought rather 
to be dealt with by the laws of his country 
than by those of hisclub. But, confining 
ourselves to minor offenses, the man who 
sitsona heap of papers, the man who is 
perpetually nagging at the club servants 
(assuredly the best class of servants in the 
world), the man who secretes the popular 
novel and others of the same kind—these 


‘are the men who strike at the roots of that 


goodfellowship which, in theory at any 
rate, ought to prevail in a club. | 

Is it inhuman to include among such of- 
fenders another class—the invalids? Few 
men would venture into private society 
while suffering from any disorder which 
made them unpleasant company for their 
friends, but how seldom is a like considera- 
tion extended totheir clubs! The throat 
which is cleared every half minute. likea 
thunderburst with the same easy uncon- 
cern as if the sufferer were in church, the 
cough which suggests aceldama, the cold 
which sneezes and snuffles with an irritat- 
ing persistence might surely with wisdom 
and advantage be allowed to run through 
their acute stage in domestic privacy. The 
matter is of course one which cannot be 
settled by rule and precept. It is purely a 
question of good taste and good feeling, on 
which every man must be a law to him- 


| self. Possibly the difficulty might be over- 


come by the institution of special clubs, 
such as the Snoring club, the Cold-in-the- 
Head club, and so forth, to meet the pecul- | 
iar needs of these unfortunates, though it - 


is to be feared that such assotiations would = 


be born with the seeds of their own disso- - 
lution within them, like the Duelists’ club_ 
in the time of Charles II. Of this it is re- 
corded that it consisted only of men of 
honor, but did not continue long, most of 
its members “being put to the sword or 
hanged a little after its institution.” 

In some of the earlier clabs an attempt 
was made to control the frank simplicity 
of the manners of the day by stringent 
regulations. Thus it was a rule of the 
Twopenny club that if any member swore 
or cursed, his neighbor might give hima 
kick on the shins. ‘This penalty seems 
crude, and can hardly have been easy to 
enforce in an age when the English tem- 
per was at least as unruly as at the present 
day. Another regulation provided that if 
any member tell stories which are not 
true, “he shall forfeit for every third lie a 
halfpenny.” This certainly strikes one as 
a ridiculously low tariff, which made false- 
hood a luxury within the reach of the 
humblest income. Frugality was pfo- 
moted by a rule that if a member brought 
his wife to the club he should pay 
for whatever shedrank and smoked, which 
indeed seems reasonable, as well as being 
calculated to discourage some of thé scan- 
dals which Lady Jeune deplores. In some 
other cases the maintenance of decorum 


was confided to the unity of aims by which~ 


the members were supposed to be ani- 
mated. But whatever value this may 
then have possessed as a restraining influ- — 
ence, it would not avail much ip a modern ~ 
club, where the only aim which the mem- 
bers have in common és a general desire to 
best the committee, 

The fact is that modern clubs differ both 
in character and in purpose from the older 
ones. A man joins a club nowadays, not — 
so much fdr its company, which he can 
meet elsewhere, as for its conveniences— 
its chef, its cellar, its library, etc. It pro- 
vides him cheaply with luxuries and facil- 
ities which might otherwise be out of his 
reach. But to achieve this many sub- 
scriptions are necessary, and the net must 
be cast wide for members. 

In the huge clubs of the present day it 
is not possible te preserve that friendly 
intimacy between the members which 
flourished when a club could be defined. 
(in the words of a Seventeenth century 
writer) as a “‘sodality in a tavern.”’ But 
for this reason mutual consideration be- 
tween them becomes all the more neces- 
sary; and if some of the best features of a 

ality are bound to disappear in a mod- 
ern club, we may at least be careful to ex- 
clude from it some of the worst features 
of a tavern.—London World.

The Holmes Damage Suit Before 
Judge McKinley. 


Lengthy Litigation Over a Compar- 
atively Trifling Matter. 


Divorce. Business Before Judges 
Wade and Smith. 


A Man Granted a Decree Because His 
Wife EKloped With a Chinaman, and 
Two Deserted Wives Released 
from Marital Bonds. 


The case of W. H. Holmes vs. the Los 
Angeles Transfer Company, an action 
to recover damages in the sum of $299 
alleged to have been sustained by rea- 
son of a breach of contract on the part 
of the defendant, came on for trial for 
the second time yesterday before Judge 
' McKinley and a jury in Department 
Six, E. E. Powers, Esq., appearing for 
the plaintiff and J. L. Murphey, Esq., 
representing thedefendant. The jurors 
selected to try the case were: J. O. 
Blakeley, C. Bradshaw, D. Cochran, L 
N. Cochran, P. J. Dreher, G. Gephard, 
c. V. Hall, P. Hanrihan, E. Hicklin, E. 
F. C. Klokke, W. W. Lord and B. B. 
Nesbit. 

The suit was originally brought in 
Justice Austin’s court, and resulted in 
a verdict for the plaintiff for $50 and 
costs, whereupon defendant appealed 
to the Superior Court. It was tried in 
Department Six in March last, and re- 
sulted in a verdict for the defendant, 
whereupon plaintiff asked and was 
granted a new trial. 

The facts of the case as gathered 
from the pleadings and testimony are 
as follows: On August 80, 1891, plaint- 
iff and his family were returtiing from 
their annual summer outing at Long 
Beach. They were approached on the 
train by arunner for the Los Angeles 
Transfer Company, with whom Holmes 
made a verbal contract, by the terms of 
which the company’s representative 
promised to deliver plaintiff’s baggage 
at his residence, No, 312 Boyle avenue, 
@ta stated time. This baggage con- 
sisted of six trunks, five packages anda 
G@og,and the reason plaintiff was so 
anxious to have it delivered that night 
was on account of the fact that in these 
packages were the family bedding, 
cooking utensils and other necessaries. 
As the goods were not delivered until 
the next day, plaintiff and his family 
were placed in a very awkward pre- 
dicament, and when one of the defend- 
ant’s employés arrived next morning 
and demanded $3.50 for hauling the 
baggage from the Arcade depot, Holmes 
refused to pay the money. 

The defendant admitted making the 
agreement and claimed that it did at- 
tempt to deliver the baggage as agreed 
upon, but that no one was at plaintiff's 
residence toacceptit, and the driver 
being afraid tu leave the trunks and 
on the porch, carried them 

ack to town, where they remained 
stored until next morning. The de- 
fendant therefore demanded the sum of 
$3.50 for hauling the goods. 

At tRe close of the testimony upon 
both eides the matter went over until 
Monday morning next for argument.

THE MILITIA AT HOME. 


Return of the Seventh Regiment from the 

Encampment at Ventura. 

Cos. AC and F of the Seventh Regi- 
ment, N. G. C., returned from Ventura 
yesterday, having been in camp there 
since the 17th inst, 

The regiment came’ home by rail, ar- 
riving at the Arcade depot at 1:20 p.m. 
Co, B of Pasadenaand Co. G of Anahtim, 
came at the same time and at once pro- 
ceeded on their journey homeward. 

At the Arcade the three local compa- 
nies were formed in marching column 
and, under command of Col. Schreiber, 
went immediately to their armory on 
Broadway. 

Most of the men were glad to get 
back and to have an opportunity to ex- 
change the soldier garb for more com- 
fortable and convenient citizens’ cloth- 
ing. Nevertheless, all were unanimous 
in stating that the encampment had 
been by far the pleasantest as well as 
the most profitable one ever held by the 
regiment, 

The accomodations at camp Anacapa 
were of the best, the rations both plen- 
tiful and palatable, while the treatment 
received at the hands of the people of 
Ventura was hospitable in the extreme. 

The medal offered by the citizens of 
the town for the best sustained score at 
target shooting was left behind, it 
having been honorably won by Private 
James Reilley of Co. D, who is also 
Sheriff of Ventura county. 

The score or series of scores upon 
which he captured the trophy was a 
good one, being 48, 43, 41 and 45 out 
of four strings of a possible 50 each. 
This, at a range of 200 yards with a 
military rifle of the regulation six 
pound pull, is considered to be a very 
creditable exhibition of what a practiced 
eye and steady nerves can do. 

Private Arthur H. Splittsloesser of 
Co. A of Los Angeles was second in the 
list of competitors, he scoring an aver- 
age of 4144 on his four scores. : 

The encampment was a peculiarly 
fortunate one throughout, there being 
no accidents of any kind and no one 
injured save one or two ‘‘fans’’ who 
got hit with baseballs. 

The few residents of Ventura who 
were down at thecamp yesterday morn- 
ing sufficiently early to witness the 
striking of the tents witnessed a sight 
which they will probably never forget. 
Any movement performed simultan- 
eously by a regiment of men has a sort 
of charm tothe eye, but particularly 
interesting was itto see the tents of 
the entire camp fall together, all to- 
ward the center at the sound of the 
signal gun. Everything had been ar- 
ranged so that each tent remained in 
an upright position dependent upon a 
single pair of guy ropes in the hands 
of a man detailed to see that all went 
properly and without any hitch. At 
8:30 o’clock all the blankets, beds, 
campstools and provisions had been 
packed.and the signal given for retreat 
to be sounded. The bugles rang out 
the plaintive air, and at the last note 
the six-pound field piece on the parade 
ground was discharged. At the sound 
each man dropped his rope, and in an 
instant what had been a field full of 
canvas — became a level plain 
with a Shorde of animated machines 
scrambling about rolling the white can- 


vas in bundles and gathering up 
the tent poles for shipment. 
In a few minutes the last tent 


was folded and placed aboard the trucks 
in waiting, and with three last loud 
cheérs for the Seventh Regiment, Col. 
Schreiber. Co. Dof Ventura and Capt. 
Black, the boys in blue took up their 
march to the depot, the drum and bugle 
corps at thé head playing an improvised 
quickstep, arranged to the air of “The 
girl I left behind me.”’ 

. There was a great crowd of people as- 
sembled at the depot to bid the militia 
godspeed, and the forty minutes inter- 
val between the arrival from camp and 
the departure of the train was occu- 


pied in taking leave of new-made 
friends, exchanging photographs among 
the more light-minded, and in congrat- 


ulatory remarks upon the success and 
pleasure ofthe visit. .

HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS. 


England Wants the Island of 


Hawali Claims’ Johnson's Island— 
Deepening Honolulu Harbor. 


Big Suit Against Claus Spreckels— 
Cabinet in Hot Water. 


The Government Stops Gold Payments— 
Against American Merchants—The 
Lanail Marderers—Opium Seis. 
ure by the Legislatare.

Ang. 17, 1892.---Since 
early in August the report has been 
current here that negotiations - were 
talked of, or had already been begun, 
for the purchase by the English gov- 
ernment of the island of Niihau, the 
most northwesterly of the generally 
recognized group of Hawaiian Islands. 
Niihau is the private property of an 
‘English family by the name of Sinclair, 
who purchased it of the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment many years ago. They have 
since used the island asa sheep ranch, 
which comprises the {sland’s boundaries 
of ninety-seven square miles. Itis un- 
derstood the English government wishes 
to convert Niihau into a station for the 
British Transpacific cable, provided the 
property can be secured. Itis not ex- 
plained how England expects to ac- 
quire a national title or any national 
right in Hawaiian territory by the pur- 
chase. of a private. pro a acquired 
with the consent of, and held under, the 
Hawaiian government. The plea that 
a cable station is wanted is not credited, 
as itis well known that any nation or 
company laying'a cable to Hawaii will 
be granted a landing by the govern- 
ment, if notan aid in money. 

THE CASE OF JOHNSON ISLAND. 

On July 29 Minister Parker stated in 
the Legislature, regarding the occupa- 
tion of Johnson's Island by the govern- 
ment of Great Britain, substantially as 
follows: (1.) The Mawaiian govern- 
ment is not as yet officially informed of 
the fact. (2.) That Johnson's Island 
was, in June, 1858, taken possession of 
with the usual formalities by Sam C. 
Allen, Esq., in the name of Kame- 
hameha IV, andhas since been consid- 
ered and respected as a part of the Ha- 
waiian Kingdom. | 

In December, 1858, the United States 
set upa prior claim on behalf of Mr. 
Blanding, an American citizen, who had 
raised the American flag there in 
March, 1858. . The Hawaiian goyern- 
ment contested the claim on the ground 
of informality, and demanded further 
proof before resigning Hawaiian sover- 
eignty. The United States failed to 
press their claim, and it is the impres- 
sion of the Hawaiian government ‘‘that 
‘Johnson’ alias Cornwallis (and Kaluna) 
islands are still a portion of Her Ha- 
waiian Majesty’sdominion.’’ The 
Hawaiian government has not consid- 
ered it advisable toenter protest, being 
of the opinion Her Britannic Majesty's 
government on ascertaining the facts 
will withdraw. their occupation without 
the necessity of a formal protest. 

THE HONOLULU HARBOR. 

The American company (Risdon Iron 
Works, of San Francisco,) holding the 
contract for dredging the Honolulu 
harbor, is progressi kapidly with the 
work. On the 29th ultimo Minister 
Spencer made a public announcement 
that the company’s dredger was a suc- 
cess, in spite of evil prophecies. He in- 
formed the Legislature‘that about one- 
half the obstructing sand within the 
harbor has been removed, and that in- 
side of three months the removal of the 
obstruction to the entrance will surely 
be completed, so that the largest ships 
afloat.can come into the harbor. 

The big suit for an accounting in- 
volving an alleged $1,000,000, due 
one of the tenants in common, is in 
progress between the Waikapu Sugir 
Company, plaintiff, represented by Col. 
George W. Macfarlane, and the Ha- 
waiian Commercial and Sugar Company, 
defendant, represented by Claus Spreck- 
els, of California. One of the issues. be- 
tween the parties was concluded on the 
2d inst., viz., the bill for partition, 
which has been taken under advisement 
by Chief Justice Judd. 

THE MINISTERIAL SITUATION, | 

The situation of the ministry is far 
from pleasant and they are almost daily 
reminded of their official incompetence 
by the reproaches heaped upon them by 
members of the legislature. The lead- 
ers of the reform party, who refused to 
sustain the vote of want of confidence 
introduced by the Liberal, or native, 
party, are in sackcloth and ashes, since 
they find themselues deserted by the 
native members in the Legislature. It 
is stated on the best authority the Re- 
form party leaders are openly soliciting 
the support of the Liberals, who, how- 
ever, are holding back until the new 
cabinet is named before an answer will 
be given. Itisnow believed the na- 
tives will demand a hand in the make- 
up of a new cabinet, which before they 
were willing to take their chances on, 
provided the present cabinet had been 
remoyed early in the session. Since 
the resignation of Attorney-General 
Whiting the cabinet has been going 
from bad to worse, and general con- 
denmation has followed their latest 
foolish actions, both by the Legislature 
and by the public press. Itis believed 
that some political combination will 
soon be patched up so that the present 
ministry can be removed. 

A FINANCIAL CRANK. 

Hawaii can boast of a genuine finan- 
cial crank in the person of her Minister 
of Finance-: In the latter part of July 
he startled the community by illegally 
issuing a large number of Hawaiian 
government $10 silver certificates, 
which he afterward called in at the di- 
rection of the Legislature, and to cover 
his blunder has, by permission, intro- 
draced a bill to make such an issue legal. 
The unexplainable thing about the mat- 
ter is that the minister, Mr. H. A. 
Widemann, sat in the house which 
framed the present jaw, which fact has 
left the. minister open to the severest 
censure. 

Had the matter stopped here the in- 
capability of this oficial might have 
escaped further reproof in the legisla- 
ture; butearly in August the minister 
gave public notice that the Hawaiian 


one-fourth of its current obligations in 
gold coin, as provided by law. The. 
island p with the exception of the 
ministerial hewspaper, denounced this 
course as Virtual repudiation and na- 
tional bankruptcy. in the legislature 
the ministry was severely taken to task 
for consenting to such a course and the 
Minister of Finance was forcibly con- 
demned by Noble Thurston for action 
in the matter. The natural result of 
such a Snancial policy was reached in 
afew days by an unexampled run on 
the Postal Savings Bank and by Ha- 
wailian government bonds selling in 


As there is no reserve to pay depositors 
in the Postal Savings Bank, the Finance 
Committee has recommended that the 
legislature amend the law so that de- 
positors be requt to give six months 
notice before drawing any 
$100. This would virtually close the 
bank, 

Already the rile adopted that sixty 
days’ notice shal] be given before any 
amount can be withdrawn has caused 
depositors representing scores of thous- 
ands of dollars to give notice for the 
withdrawal of all their funds hereto- 
fore deposited. The amounts notified 
for withdrawal will soon reach hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars and if not 
met at the end’ of two months will 
amount toa suspension of payment by 
the Government. . 

THREATENSD WATER FAMINE. 

In spite of strénuous opposition the 
cabinet has secured an appropriation 
of $30,000 for the’ Hawaiian army ot 
eighty men, While not a cent has been 
provided to supply Honolulu with suf- 
ficient water to avoid the annual water 
famine which visits the capital city usn- 
ally in August. 

AGAINST AMERICAN MERCHANTS, 

A decision has lately been rendered 
by Judge Dole of the Supreme Court in 
a suit brought by Buckingham & Hecht 
of San Francisco to recover a claim for 
$1600 due for goods sold and delivered 
to the estate of W. H. Daniels. The re- 
sult of the decision fixes the fact that 
hereafter American merchants cannot 
sell goods in the Hawaiian kingdom 
through drummers or agents without 
the latter taking out a special license of 
$500 for Honolulu and a $250 license 
for the outer districts. The law as it 
stands at present is one which was 
made in favor.of the Honolulu mer- 
chants, who thus exclude foreign com- 
petion both in Honoiulu and on the 
other islands, where they sell goods to 
retailers, plantations, Chinamen and 
country families at a profit which has 
been proved to range from 100 to 500 
per cent. 

A NATURALIST’S DISCOVERY. 

More than a year ago H. -C. Parmer, 
an English naturalist, holding a com- 
mission from Lerd Rothschild, came to 
Hawaii to secure a collection of island 
fauna. He has since been urewiog his 
work on the different islands and is at 
present encamped on “the fountain 
slope of East Maui.

struck us as simply scandalous. Why, 
in England, such a thing as promis- 
cuous bathing is unknown. The ladies 
arrayed in bathing costumes are never 
seen by the sterner sex. Indeed, it 
would be considered quite as immodest 
asto parade in public in one’s night 
clothes or underwear. When ladies go 
bathing there they are let down from 
the bath-house into the water in a ma- 
chine resembling an elevator and no 
— sees them till they emerge 

rom the bath-house clad in street gar- 
ments an hour or two later. I am 
shocked at the indecent exposure per- 
mitted in America. 

“Another thing that strikes me as 
very queer here is the method ladies 
employ for hair-dressing. Why, your 
American ladies pay 50 cents for a 
single shampoo and 75 cents for dress- 
ing the hair. In England we pay our 
hair-dresser a guinea (about §5.40 in 
American money) per year, and she at- 
tends to our heads weekly. Of course, 
in summer time we frequently are out 
of town for several weeks and: then our 
hair-dresser has a rest, her salary going 
on just the same. Such a thing as a 
‘bang’ is unknown in England, the 
English expression being ‘fringe.’ Our 
English ladies retain their youth much 
longer than you Americans, too, though 

ouhave many handsome women in 

ifornia. An English lady of 28 
looks younger than the average Ameri- 
can of 18.

The railway corporations exact 
this deference to travelers from their 
employés. Fora fee of 12 cents there 
a conductor or porter will do as much 
for the comfort of a passenger as a $2 
tap will procure him in this country.”’
